Fail to Measure Up Even to Re- 
quirements of Present 
Jobs, 


The delay in the selection of a Chief 
of Police to succed Chief Kiely is due 
to the fact that the board hag not found 
among the captains a man who would 
fulfill all of the requirements exacted by 
Gov, Folk and the board. 

“Tf the line of action now being fol- 
he cons! fered in connee- 
‘tion with the position and there will 
first be a reorganization of the district 
heads before a new chief is appointed. 

Meanwhile Chief Kiely wil] continue 
to hold the place at the discretion of the 
board. It is definitely stated that Chief 
of Detectives: Desmond is no longer con- 
sidered as successor to Chief Kiely and 
that his record, along with that of Chief 
Kiely, will be thoroughly investigated 
before definite action is taken. 

The Post-Dispatch's informant, who 
is in a position to know, but will not 
permit his name to be used, said 
Thursday: 

“It ts well to bear in mind, that 
while a man must be a sergeant a 
year before he can be a HNeutenant and a 
lieutenant a year before he can be a 
captain, there is no specification as to 
the time a captain must serve before he 
canbe Chief. The staute simply says 
that the Chief must be selected. from 
officers of the department not below the 
rank of captain. 


Not One im Eleven. 


“In the present condition of the force 
it seems impossible to find among the 
il captains a can who will entirely fill 
the bill as Chief of a thoroughly re- 
formed police force. 

“Those who have watched the efforts 
of the board to make a selection believe 
that the records of all of the capiins 
have already been thoroughly canvassed 
and that the lieutenants are now being 
considered. If the right man is found 
among the lieutenants he can be ap- 
pointed captain and as s00n as he re- 
ceives his commission he may at once 
be promoted to Chief.”’ 

Whether the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners is considering this step it is im- 
possible to learn from any member of 
that body. Messrs. Stewart, Maroney,

, Corey is here busily engaged on pri- 
vate business. Few have seen him, but 
he has not lost a minute since he 
reached town. 

Mr. Corey has no thought of going in- 
to retirement socially or in a» business 
way, 28 long as there is an ounce of 
fight left in his body. Above aj). he 
has no thought of letting the $100,000 a 
yesr salary as president of the Steel 
Trust slip from his grasp. 
to fight and fight hard.

COLOMBO, Ceylon, Dec. 14.—A hun- 
dred Russians on board the Russian 
battleship Czareovitch, in the harbor 
here, revolted today. Military assist- 
ance was asked for and sent and 50 
of the mutineers ‘were taken ashore. 


TWO BIG CAPITALS 
ARE IN REVOLT. 


ST. PETERSBL nG, Dec. 12, via Eyat- 
kuhnen, Dee. 123—The capitals of the 
two of the three Baltic provinces—Riga, 
in Livonia, and Mitau,:in Courland—are 
in active revolt. 

A provisional government has been 
set up and many of the troops have 
gone over to the insurrectionl|sts. 

Divina fort, commanding Riga Harbor, 
is In possession of the insurgents and 


|}the Governor and other Russian offi- 


ctals are prisoners. The provisional gov- 
ernment has deciared the separation of 
the Lithuanian people from the Russian 
Empire. 

The. provisional government has its 
seat in Riga ahd, assuming to repre- 
sent all the Lithuanian péople of all 
Western Russia, is appointing local of- 
ficers and issuing edicts.

Despite. the provisional government's 
seeming attempt to maintain . order. 
mobs have seized the moment to riot 
and rob. 


Peasants Attack Estates. 
_ There-is. a general uprising of the ‘na- 
tive peasanis, who are traveling in 
armed bands, attacking the estaies and 
driving ‘off or killing their owners. 

The Russian officials are being ex- 
peiled from the provinces and many of 
them have been killed *in the streets 
of the towns. 

There is a reign of terror ai 
Womer and children are jiving in the 
upper stories of houses, and foreign 
merchants are winding up their business 
or abandoning everything in order to 
escape. 

In Mitau, % miles southwes* of Riga, 
two regiments refused to fire on the 
rebels, and in a whole city of 35,000 
peuple only 300 soldiers remained loyal. 

Tke rioting. and pwlaging of the rich- 
er inhabitants redoubled when 600 
armed peasants poured into the place. 
The ianded proprietors are fleeing from 
the Baltic provinces—Livonia, Courland 
and Esthonia. A noble family which has 
arrived here telis a terrible tale of the 
destruction of their home by peasants. 


From every quarter comes the same 
stery of burning, pillaging and maiming 
of cattle. The landed proprietors who 
fal! into the peasante’ hands must give 
all their money and valuables as the 
price of their lives. 

The situation in the Baltic vrovinces 
is now the most grave of the empire's 
conditions: It approaches Civil 
and the Government has been forced 
to appoint a Governor-General with 
sweeping administrative powers to try 
to restore order. At the same tim the 
Government recognizing that crushing 
the growing rebellion by force will not 
suffice and that some sort of local self- 
government will alone quiet the popu- 
lation; therefore, it has ordered the 
convocation of representatives of the 
varioug classes of the provinces, includ- 
ing the peasants, to work out a scheme 
for the creation of a Zemstvo to control 
local affairs. 

Landlords Build Forts, 

Many of the German landiords in the 
Baltic provinces who have not fled are 
establishing a network of smal] forts 
and are standing a regular siege. There 
has been much killing and burning. 

Inhabitants of the Baltic provinces 
who are now residing in St. Petersburg 
were i{mmensely gratified at the publl- 
cation yesterday of the imperial ukase 
promising local self-government to the 
old egeortene of Lithuania.

Antone Wild Summoned From 
Georgia Disappears Af- 
ter Arrival, 





SEARCH WAS FRUITLESS 





Funeral Took Place Without 
Him and Body Found 
in Warehouse. 


While relatives were searching the 
Kast Side for Antone Wild of 2620 North 
Fifteenth street, St. Louis, that he 
might attend the funeral of his wife im 
Millstadt, I11., Wild’s body was hanging 
from a rafter beneath an East St. Louls 
warehouse, overhanging the river, where 
he hanged himself Wednesday night. 
The body was found at noon Thursday. 
Mre. Wild's funeral took place at i0 
a m., linursday. 

Wtld, who is an iron worker, had becn 
employed. in Savannah. Ga. His wife, 
who was visiting relatives in Millstadt 
during his absence in the South, was 
taken sick of typhoid fever three weeks 
ago. Saturday her condition became 
very much worse and Wild was sent for. 
He reached Millstadt Monday, and his 
wife died the following day. 

He left Millsiadt Tuesday, saying ie 
was going to St. Louis to change his 
clothing as ‘he did not want to appear 
in his working. clothes at his wife's 
funeral. He rode as far as belleville, 
with Charies Lindauer of Millstadt, and

LAWSON COPPER 
POOL HIT HARD 


Notifies His Subscribers of a 
Loss of 86 Per 
Cent. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—Amalgamated 
Copper, in spite of the dire prophecies 
of Thomas W. Lawson, is on the boom. 
It is asserted that the Standard Oil 
crowd have caught Lawson and are 
equeezing him. Copper crossed par 
yesterday for the first time in four 
years. Five years agu, in the great 
boum, it sold up to ls. In 1008 it solid 
at Js%, its lowest price. Yesterday it 
touched 100%, verifying so far the pre~ 
diction made 10 days ago by Standard 
Vil men, that it would cross par before 
Christmas and seii at ilu vefure Jan, 1 
Anaconda said up to 1%. 

Stock brokers who have in the past 
exvouted orders tor Mr. Lawson were 
heavy buyers of copper stock, but the 
rumor of a squeeze could not be traced 
to an authentic suurce. 

Mr. Lawson repeatedly said over his 
signature that Amaigamated Copper 
was intrinsicaily worth only about $30 a 
share, when stock was selling at $W a 
share. He furmeda a pool several weeks 
ago to speculate in copper. d@st nigiit, 
it is said, he notitied the pool of a db 
per cent loss, $1,200,000 in the metal and 
2,400,wu in stocks since the last ac- 
counting. He is said to have advised 
subscribers that they may withdraw 
baiances due. 

wien iaentified with leading copper 
cumpanies, whose stocks are dealt in on 
cnange and on the curb, say that the 
advance in prices is due to the actual 
statistical position of these properties, 
combined with the scarcity of copper 
metal. 

Amalgamated Copper is the greatest ef 
the copper combinatiuns, and when cop- 
per was selling at 12 cents a pound it 
earned over 3 per cent on its capital 
stock. It is now said to be earning over 
10 per cent and reports are current that 
the dividend is to be advanced from 5 
to 6 per cent in January. 

Its richest mine {s the Anaconda, 
which is also the greatest silver produc- 
ing mine in the country. The silver 
metal is also enjoying a boom. At pres- 
ent prices for silver, the Anaconda mine 
is said to be earning between 60 and 70 
per cent on its capital stock. The price 
of 198 shows a gain of more than 15 
points within a fortnight. 

As to the intrinsic value of its securi- 
ties, nobody knows except the insiders. 
The Amalgamated Copper Co. has made 
only one statement and tnis was more or 
less veiled. Like other Standard Ol! ‘n- 
stitutions, it is conducted as a Dlind 
pool. Stockholders are required to put 
their faith in the Standard Ol ring and 
trust to luck. Hundreds of the orlzina! 
stockholders have done so, with great 
loss. The Anaconda mine has been con- 
ducted on a more business-like basis and 
has never heen a stock-jobbing medium. 
The original stockholders have mde for- 
tunes out of their holdings. The par 
value of the stock ts only $25 a share.

Farents Hasten Home From. 
Theater to Find All 
2 Dead.

A theater party had been formed, con- 
sisting of Mr. and Mrs. C. F. Lester, 
Mr. and Mrs. L. P. Meyers and Mr. and 
Mrs. Arnold Webb. It was agreed that 
he six children of the three couples 
ghovid be left at the home of the Les- 
te*s, in charge of a maid, which was 
Gore. About 9 p. m. it was discovered 
thit the Lester home was in flame:. 

P. Hodges, an electrician, was the first 
to respond to the call. Running througn 
a bedroom he grabbed a quilt, wrapped 
it around his head and face, fought his 
wuoy through the fire and searched for 
the children, but was -forced to abandon 
his efforts in order to get fresh air. 

As soon as the fire companies reached 
the scene and the flames had been suf- 
ficiently extinguished to admit of fur- 
ther search, all six of the children were 
found, frightfully burned and dead. 
They were on their knees, with their 
faces to the floor and their tiny hands 
to their eyes, evidently in an attempt , 
to keep the flames from burnfhg them.

There is little oecasion for discussion and less for 
dispute when the question is raised of the right of 
St. Louis to have more than one object’ in view in 
submitting the bond issue to popular vote. : 

It is asserted that the City Charter exempts St. 
Louis specially from the decision of the Supreme 
Court in. the case of Bethany, an unchartered town. 
In that case the Supreme Court declared a bond 
issue invalid because it involved two propositions 
and was intended for the double purpose of putting 
in an electric lighting plant and waterworks. 

As this affects the question of a free bridge to 
be provided for in the St. Louis bond issue, all 
doubt should be removed before the bond issue is 
submitted. 

The interests at stake are too vital to allow any 
technicality to be interposed between the people of 
St. Louis and their unquestionable right to provide 
for the city’s future.

BOND ISSUE OR INCREASED TAXES. 


To the Editer of the Post-Dispatch. 

In April we are to have an election for an $11,- 
000,000 bond deal. The $11,000,000 worth of bonds can 
be sold at a fair premium and at a rate not ex- 
ceeding 3 per cent. Three per cent on $11,000,000, or 
$330,000 (a mere bagatelle), which the city’ will have 
to pay out of its exchequer. 

{f the bond deal does not pass, the city will be 
forced to raise funds somehow, to provide for the 
Insane Asylum, Poorhouse, Jail, courts, sewers and 
divers other purposes, which means the raising of 
the rate of taxation from 2.08 per cent to maybe 
2.25 per cent. On the other hand, by passing the 
bond deal at once, we can build all these eleemosy- 
nary institutions, thereby leaving the city free for a 
decade to move along in the even tenor of its way, 
and -be in a position to reduce the taxation from its

As a rule boxers clinch to avoid pun- 
ishment. The fellow who is being pep- 
pered catches hold of his busy opponent 
to embarrass his freedom of arm. No 
boxer is compelled to clinch. 

A boxer is not permitted to catch an 
opponent's glove with both hands and 
hold it. There is no more reason thal 
he should clinch with both arms, 

If a boxer knew that he would be 
disqualified for clinching, just as he is 
+ fouling, there would be very little 
of it. 

Clinching takes a lot of fire out of a 
fight, delays proceedings, very often 
Vitally affects the result of fights and in 
no way emiances the merits of boxing. 
It is forbidden by the rules. If referees 
enforce the rules there will not be any 
clincning. 


When football was first having its 
vogue in this country, some lo years 
agu, one of the strungest arguments in 
its favor was that it taught young men 
to subdue the individual for the combi- 
nation, to make for victory by combin- 
ing together and hammering the weak 
Spot in the enemy § line. This was 
supposed to be a highly-laudatory prac-~- 
tice, and calculated to make men of 
the players. However, since the young 
men of 135 years ago have become Beef 
Trust, Steel Trust and other trust mag- 
nates, they are applying the doctrine of 
combination of the strong to attack the 
weakest. We do not admire the princi- 
ple any more. What we are now seek- 
ing is individual, not combined play al! 
along the line. 


Were we Walter Camp, the Father of 
Football, we would feel pretty much as 
if we were Chauncey Depew, the Father 
of Insurance Law.
